Hall hearing him ſay ſo, went and told the 
Landlord what Palmer had done and ſaid; 
thereupon the Landlord immediately went with 
the ſaid Hall to Mr. Crowle, and got his War- 
rant for apprehending the faid Palmer, by Vir- 
tue of which Warrant he was next Day taken 
up and carried to the General Quarter Seſſions, 
then holden at Boverley, where he was exa- 


mined by George Crowle, Hugh Bethel, an

e pet, that he was either a Highwayman or 
« Horſe-ſtealer ; and being deſirous to do their 
* Country Juſtice, and fearful to oppreſs the In- 


“ nocent, the next Day went to the ſaid John 
% Palmer, and examined him again, touching 


© where he had lived, and to what Buſineſs he 


e was brought up? Who then ſaid, He bad about 
*& two Years before lived at Long-Sutton in 


- «Lincolnſhire, and was by Trade a Butcher : 
« That his Father then lived at Long-Sutton, 
* and his Siſter kept his Father's Houſe there; 
* but he having contracted a great many Debts, 
* for Sheep that proved rotten, ſo that he was 
% not able lo pay for them, he therefore was 
e obliged to abſcond, and come and live in Vork- 
<* ſhite. The Juſtices, upon this Confeſſion, 
thought it the propereſt Way to ſend a Meſ- 
«« ſenger into Lincolnſhire, to enquire into the 
« Truth of this Matter; and Mr. Robert Apple- 
* fon, Clerk of the Peace for the ſaid Riding, 
then wrote a Letter to Long-Sutton, ſignifying 
e the whole Affair; which Letter was ſent by a 
„ ſpecial Meſſenger, and given to one Mr. Dela- 
« mere, a Juſtice of the Peace, who lived there;

4 and Mr, Appleton received a Letter from him 
c jn Anſwer thereto, with this Accouet, That 
the ſaid John Palmer had lived there about three 
© Quarters of a Year, and was accuſed before him 
« of Sheep-ſtealing ; whereupon be iſſued out his 
' « Warrant againſt Palmer; who was thereupon 
«© apprehended, but made his Eſcape from the Con- 
fable; and ſoon after ſuch his Eſcape, Mr. De- 
e lamere had ſeveral Informations lodged before him 
* apainſt the ſaid Palmer, for Suſpicion of Horſe- 
« ftealing : And that Palmer's Father did not live 
*« of Long-Sutton, neither did he know where he 
&« lived; therefore deſired Palmer might be ſecured, 
* and he would make further Inquiry about the 
« Horſes fo folen, and be would bind over fome Per- 
* fons to proſecute him at the next Affizes. Upon 
te the Receipt of Mr. Delamere's Letter, Mr. 
« Appleton immediately ſent a Meſſenger to Mr. 
« Crowle, who came to Beverley next Morning, 
and finding Palmer to be ſo great a Villain, 
& did not think it ſafe for him to ſtay any longer 
* in Beverley Houle of Correction, fo Mr. Apple- 
* ton required him again to find Sureties for his 
* Appearance at the next Aſſizes; and for Want 
& thereof, he made his Commitment to Vert 
& Caſtle, Handcuffed, and under the Guard of 
« George Smich and Joſbua Milner, who were 
*« directed by Mr. Appleton to conduct him fafe 
** to Fork Caſtle, and did it accordingly. About 
* a Month after Palmer was ſent from Beverley 
„ Houle of Correction to York Caſtle, two Per- 
* fonts came out of Lincolnſhire, and challenged 
* a Mare and a Foal which Palmer had fold to 
Captain Dawſon of Ferraby, and allo the Horſe

« Fenn in Lincolnſhire. And, about four Months 
« after he was committed to Torꝭ Caſtle, he was 
ce diſcovered to be TURPIN, the Notorious 
« Highwayman, by a Letter being intercepted, 
* which he had wrote to his Siſter in Eſex. 


Since the printing of the firſt Edition, a Gentle- 
man of undoubted Veracity, communicated to us the 
following Particular. Having been at Newgate to 
fee Gordon the famous Highwayman ſometime 
fince executed, be declared to him that he had diſ- 
cloſed a Scheme to Turpin for ſeizing the Govern- 
ment e Money ordered to be paid to the Ships at 
Portſmouth, which was fo have been atchieved in 
. the following Manner: Gordon's Deſgn was by 
Bim, his Brother, Turpin, and another, to have at- 
tacked the Guard in a very narrow Paſs, with Sword 
and Piſtol in Hand; but Turpin's Courage failing 
bim, the Enterprize dropt, on which Gordon ſaid 


be was ſure Turpin would be guilty of many coward-

I is ſuppos'd the World naturally en- 
Wl quires after Perſons that have in any 
& Manner been render*deither Famous, 
or Infamous; for which Reaſon we 
think the Account of a Man who for 
ſome time paſt hath been not only 
the Terror but Talk of a County that 
makes a conſiderable Figure in this Nation, cannot be 
diſagreeable. ESSE X hath been lately much alarm'd 
at the Enterprizes of Turpin, ſeveral Families have 
ſuffer'd by him, and others, of Gregory's Gang, as 
our enſuing Narration will relate. 
Richard Turpin, who was executed at York on Satur- 


day the 7th of April, 1739 was Son of Fobn Turpin © 


of Hempſted in Eſſex, who put him to School to one 
Smith a Writing- Maſter ; from thence he was plac'd 
Apprentice to a Butcher in Whitechappel, where he 
ſerv'd his Time; he was frequently guilty of Miſde-

meanours, and behav'd in a looſe diſorderly Manner; 
So ſoon as he came out of his Time he married the 
Daughter of one Palmer, and ſet up for himſelf at 
Sauſon in Eſſex, which is about Eleven or Twelve 
Years ago; where (not having any Credit in the 
Markets, and No-body caring to truſt him) he was 
reduc'd to a Neceſſity of maintaining himſelf by in- 
direct Practices, and accordingly very often us'd to 
rob the neighbouring Gentlemen of Sheep, Lambs, 
Oxen, Cc. particularly one Time he ſtole a Couple 
of Oxen from Mr, Giles of Plaiſtow, which he had 
convey*d to his own Houſe and cut up, but was de- 
tected by Two of the Gentleman's Servants, who 
having a Suſpicion of him, from ſome Information 
or other which they had received, went to his Houſe, 
and ſeeing an Ox ſlaughter'd were confirm'd in their 
Suſpicions, but in order to b: further aſſur'd, en- 
quir'd where Turpin ſold the Hides of his Beaſts, and 
being inſorm'd, that he generally ſold em at Wa/tham- \F | 
Abby, they went there, and were convinc'd on ſight 
on the Hides, that Tyrpin was the Man who had ſtole 
the Oxen, and immediately return'd to Suſon, which 
ZE he being appris'd of, left them in the Fore-room,

to Vice they ſeldom wait long for Opportunities, 
which was the Caſe with him, for no ſooner had he 
left off Smuggling than he met with a Gang of Deer- 
ſtealers, who finding him to be a Deſperate Fellow, 
and ripe for any Miſchief, made no Scruple of ad- 
mitting him to be One of 'em; but the Hundreds of 


Eſſex not being ſo proper for them as the other Part 


of the Country, they concluded to come up nearer 
to Town and the Foreſt, which they accordingly 


did, and robb'd not only the Foreſt of Deer but 


ſeveral Gentlemen's Parks, and by that means got a 
conſiderable Sun of Money; *cwas Turpin's being 
engag'd in this Gang that he got acquainted with 
Gregory, Fielder, Roſe and Woceter, and the reſt, which 
was afterwards call'd the Ee Gang; they follow'd 
Deer-ſtealing only for ſome time, but beginning to 
be too wel] known by the Keepers, and not finding 


Money come in fo faſt as they expected, they form'd 


themſelves into a Body by Turpin's Directions, and 
reſolv'd to go round the County at Nights, and what- 
ever Houſe they knew had any thing of Value in it, 
one was to knock at the Door, which as ſoon as it 
was open'd, the others ruſh*d in and plunder*d the 


Houſe ; nor were they content to take the Money, 
Plate, Watches or Rings, but even Houſhold Goods, 


if they found any they lik'd. In ſhort, a bout five or 
ſix Years ago to ſuch a Pitch were they grown, that 


| they werea Terror not only to the whole County of 


Eſſex, but to all the neighbouring Counties, as may 
be known by the Uſage Farmer Lawrence met with 
from 'em, whom they robb'd of almoſt all he had, 
and then debauch'd his Servant Maid. The firſt 
Perſon who was ſo unhappy as to be ſerv*d by them 
in this Manner was one Mr. $!rype, an Old Man that 
keeps a Chandler's Shop at Watford; from whom 
they took what little Money he had ſcrap'd together, 
but did him no further Miſchief, ſo that he was in 


ſome meaſure content: but they did not behave in 


the fame Manner to every one, for their next At-

Loughton, which was a Scheme of Turpin's; for he 
acquainted the Gang that he knew an old Woman 
at Loughton, that he was ſure had ſeven or eight 
Hundred Pounds by her, and D — her, ſays he, tis 
as good in our Pockets as here, and we'll have it. 
Accordingly the Time was fixt for the Enterprize, 
and they all ſet out; when they gat to Loughton, 
Üpeeler, (who upon thoſe Occaſions never went into 
the Houſe with them, but was plac'd as a Scout at 
the Door) 'twas agreed that he ſhould knock at 
the Door, which ſo ſoon as he had done Turpin and 
his Companions all ruſh'd in, and the firſt thing 
they did was to bind the old Lady, her Son, her 
Man and Maid ; then Turpin began to examine her- 
2 her Money and Effects were hid, telling her at 
the ſame Time that he knew ſhe had Money, and 
twas in vain to deny it, for have it they would; 
the old Gentlewoman being very loth to part with 


her Money, perſiſted i in it that ſhe had none, and 


would not declare any thing more of the Matter, 
Upon which ſome of the Crew were inclinable to be- 
lieve her, and were ſorry for their Diſappointment, | 
but Turpin as ſtrenuouſly inſiſting ſne had Money as 
ſhe that ſhe had none, at laſt cried, G---d d. your 


Blood, you Old B, if you won't tell us PII ſet your 


bare A---ſe on the Grate. She continued Obſtinate for 
all that, imagining he meant only to threaten her, and 
ſo very fond ſhe was of her darling Gold, that ſhe |

and in Money and Things robb'd the old Farmer of 
about ſeven hundred Pounds, Turpin finding their 
Booty ſo conſiderable, with an Oath cried out, Ay, 
this will do, if it would be always ſo. For by 
this Enterprize the whole Gang ſhar'd about eighty 
Pounds a Man. | 

Turpin, fluſh'd with this Succeſs, encouraged his 
Companions to proceed in their Villanies, to be re- 
venged on ſeveral who had endeavoured to detect 
them. Among ſeveral others, Maſon the Keeper 
upon Epping-Foreſt was pitch'd upon to feel the Effect 


of their Reſentments; for upon Conſultation what 


they ſhould do next, ſays Turpin, there's Wil. Maſon 


ſo much Money could not refrain from coming to ö 
London for Pleaſure, and by getting drunk, forgot 
the Appointment with his Companinions, and never q 
went near them; they waited for him a long Time, | 
but finding he did not come, they determined not to | 
be baulked in their Deſigns, and Fie/der and Roſe 
taking upon themſelves to command in the Expe- 
dition, they all ſet out to Maſon's, having firſt 
bound themſelves in an Oath not to leave one whole 
Piece of Goods in the Houſe. Accordingly having 
broke open the Door, they beat and abuſed Maſon in 
a moſt terrible Manner, and when they had beat him 


Dreſſer, and there left him; -the old Man was fitting 
by the Fire, but upon declaring he knew none of 
them, when they aſked him, they did not meddle 
with him. Maſon's little Girl in her Fright got out 
of Bed, and without any Cloaths ran into the Hog- 
ſtie, and there hid herſelf ; they then went up Stairs, 
and broke every Thing they could lay Hands on, and

of the way, they broke that, and out dropt a hun- 


dred and twenty Gnineas, which they took after they 


had done as much Miſchief as they poſſibly could, 


and went away very well ſatisfied. 


On Saturday the 11th of January 1735, at ſeven 
or eight o' Clock in the Evening, Turpin, Fielder, 
Walker, and three others came to the Door of Mr. 
Saunders, a wealthy Farmer at Charlton in Rent, and 
knocked at the Door, enquire if Mr. Saunders was 
at Home , being anſwered he was, the Door being 
opened, they all ruſhed in, went directly to the 
Parlour, where Mr. Saunders, his Wife, and ſome 
Friends were at Cards; deſired them not to be 
frightened, for that they would not hurt their Per- 
ſons, if they fat ſtill, and made no Diſturbance, 
The firſt thing they laid hands on was a ſilver Snuff- 


box which lay upon the Table before them, and 


having ſecured the reſt of the Company, obliged Mr, 
Saunders to go about the Houſe with them, and open 
his Cloſets, and Boxes, and Scrutore, from whence 
they took upwards of one hundred Pounds in Mo- 
ney, and all the Plate in the Houſe, a. Velvet Hood, 
Manteel, and other Things. Whilſt' this was doing 


the Servant-maid got looſe and ran up Stairs, barred 


herſelf into one ot the Rooms, and called out at the 
Window for Aſſiſtances, in Hopes of alarming the 


Neighbourhood ; but one of the Rogues ran up Stairs 


after her, and with a Poker broke open the Door; then 
brought her down again, bound her and all the reſt 
of the Family, then rifled the Houſe of divers other 
Things of Value; and finding in their Search ſome 
Bottles of Wine, a Bottle. of Brandy and Maince-pies, 
they all ſat down, drank a Bottle of Wine, eat a 


Mince-pie, and oblig'd the Company to drink a Dram 


of Brandy each. And Mrs Saunders fainting away 
with the Fright, they got her a Glaſs of Water, and 
put ſome Drops in it, and gave her, and were very 
careful to recover her from her Fright. They ſtaid 
about two Hours in the Houle, before they pack'd up 

their 


at laſt eſpying a Punch bowl, that ſtood a little out |

their Plunder, and marched off with it. But threa- 
tened them, that if they ſtirred within two Hours, 


or advertiſed the Marks of the Mare, they would 
murther them. When they concerted this Robbery, 
they met at the George at Y/oolwich, in order to go 
from thence. to put their Intentions in Execution. 
And after they had effected their Deſign, they croſs'd 
the Water, and brought the Goods to an empty 
houſe in Ratclif highway, where they divided their 
Plunder. 


On Saturday the 18th of Fanuarylaſt, Turpin, Fielder, | 


Walker, and two others, made an Appointment to 
rob Mr. Sheldon's houſe near Croydon in Surrey, and 
for that purpoſe, agreed to meet at the Halt-moon 
Tavern at Croydon, which they accordingly did in the 
evening about 6 o' Clock, and about 7 went to Mr. 
Sheldon's. Walker having ſome Knowledge of the 
Houſe, going at the Head of his Companions into the 
Yard, perceiv*d a Light in the Stable, went thither, 
where they found the Coachman drefling the Horſes, 
him they bound, and going from thence met Mr. 
Sheldon in the Yard, whom they ſiezed, and com- 
pelled him to ſhew them the Way into the Houle ; 
where, as ſoon as they entered, they bound Mr. She/- 
don, and the reſt of the Family, and fell to plunder- 
ing the Houſe; and took from Mr. Sheldon eleven 
Guineas, and ſeveral Pieces of Plate, Jewels, and 
ſome other Things of Value, which they earried off 
with them; but before they left the Place, they retur- 


ned Mr. Sheldon two Guineas of the Money back a- 


gain, asked Pardon for what they had done, and bid 
him Good Night. © | 

On Tueſday the 4th of February, Turpin, Gregory, 
Fielder, Roſe, and Wheeler having formed a De- 
ſign to rob Mr. Lawrence, at Edgeware-bury, near 
Stanmore in Middleſex, about two o' Clock in the Af- 
ternoon, met at the Black- Horle in the Broad-Way 
Weſtminſter, near which Roſe and Fielder lodged, and 
ſet out from thence on Hotſeback to the Nine-pin 
and Bowl at Edgware, where they had appointed, 


to

to meet about 5 o*'Clock, and where they ſtaid until 
five; during which Time their Horſes ſtaid in the 
Yard, by which Means Mr. Wood, who keeps the 
Houſe, had the better Opportunity of obſerving the 
Horſes, ſo as to remember the ſame again, when 
he ſaw them afterwards in Kingſtreet in Bloomsbury 
where they were taken, About five o' Clock they 
wert from Mr. Wood's at the Queens-head at Stanmore, 
and ſtaid there from about fix until about ſeven 
o' Clock; and then all went away together for Mr. 


Lawrence's, which was about a Mile from thence, 


where they got about half an Hour after ſeven : Mr. 
Lawrence had but juft before been paying off ſome 
Workmen, who were diſcharged and gone from the 


Houſe: On their Arrival at Mr. Lawrence's, they 


allighted from their Horſes at the Outer-gate ; and 
Fielder getting over the Hatch into the Sheep-Yard, 


met with Mr. Lawrence's Boy juſt putting up ſome - 


Sheep; him they ſiezed, and preſenting a Piſtol to 
him, Fie/der ſaid he would ſhoot him if he offered 
to cry out, and then took off the Boy's Garters, and 
ty'd his Hands, add enquiring of him what Servants 
Mr. Lawrence kept, * who was in the Houſe, they 
obliged him to tell them; they told him they would 
not hurt him, but that he muſt go to the Door with 
them, and when they knocked at it, if any Body 
within ſhould ask, who it was, that the Boy was-to 
anſwer, and bid them open the Door to let him in, 
and they would give him ſome Money ; accordingly 
they led the Boy to the Door, but he was ſo terrify'd 
that he had no Power to ſpeak ; whereupon Gregory 
knocked at the Door, and calling out Mr. Lawrence, 
the Man- ſervant apprehending it to be ſome of the 
Neighbours only, opened the Door, upon which. they 
all ruſhed in with Piſtols in their Hands, crying out, 
D your Blood, how long have you lived here? and 
immediately fiezing Mr. Lawrence and his Man, 
threw a Cloth over their Faces, and then took the 
Boy and led him into the next Room, with his 


Hands ty*d,and ſetting him down by the Fire 4 
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him what W Mr. Lanepenct had in the houſe, and 


being told there was none but an old gun, they went 


and terchi'd that, and brake it in pieces; then took Mr. 

Lawrence's man, and bound his hands, led him into the 
room where the boy was, and made him fit down there; 
and alſo bound Mr. Lawbtence. Turpin broke down kis 
breeches, and they fell to rifling his pockets, - out of 
which they took one guinea, one Portugal piece of 
thirty-ſix illings; and about fifteen ſhillings in ſilver, 

and his keys. They ſaid that money wus not enough, 

they muſt have more, and drove Mr, Lawrence up ſtairs, 
where coming to a cloſet, altho? they had taken the 
key from Mr. Lawrence before, and had it in their cuſ- 
tody, yet they broke open the door, and took out 
thence two guineas, ten ſhillings in ſilver, a ſilver cup, 
thirteen ſilver ſpoons, two gold rings, and what they 
could find; and in their fearch meeting with a bottle 
of Elder wine, they took it, and obliged the ſervants to 
drink twice of it. Dorothy Street, the maid ſervant, be- 
ing in the hack -houſe a churning, and hearing a noiſe, 
ſuſpected they were rogues who were got into the houſe; 
and in order to fave herſelf, ſhe put out the candle ; but 
they ruſh'd in upon her, tied her hands, and then 
brought her into the room where the other ſervants were; ? 


then rifled the houſe of all they could get, as linnen, ta- 


ble-cloths, napkins, ſhirts, and the ſheets from off the 
beds; trod the beds under feet, to find if any money 
was conceal'd therein; and ſuſpecting there was more 
maney in the houſe, they brought Mr. Lawrence down 
ſtairs again, threaten'd to cut his throat, and Roſe put a 
knife to it, as if he intended to do it, to make him con- 
feſs what money was in the houſe ; then whip'd him 
with their hands as hard as they could. One of them 
took a chopping-bill, and threaten*d to cut off his leg 
therewith ; then they broke his head with their piſtols, 
and dragg d him about by the hair of the head. One 
of them took a kettle of water off of the fire, and flung 
it upon him; but it did him no other harm than wet- 
ting him only, by reaſon the maid had juſt before ta- 
_—_— the greateſt part of the bailing water, and filled

| it again up with cold. Then they hauled him about 


again, ſwore they would rip him up, and burn him 
alive, if he did not tell where the reſt of his money was. 
Then they proceeded to make a farther ſearch ; and 
Gregory ſwore to the maid, that ſhe ſhould ſhew him 
where the money was. She told him ſhe did not know 
of any; but he compelled her to go up ſtairs; took her 


into the garret, bolted the door, thre her upon the bed, 


{wore he would ſhoot her if ſhe offer'd to cry out, and 
then lay with her by force and violence; after which 
he told her they would go to her maſter's ſon's houſe, 
which was next adjoining. In their ſearch, beſides the 
before-mention'd particulars, they met with a cheſt of 
one of Mr. Lewrence's ſons, (who happened to be gone 
abroad in the morning, and was not return'd,) which 
they broke open, and took: thereout twenty Pounds, 
and all his linnen. Then they enquired of the boy, whe- 
ther Mr. Lawrence's ſon would come home that night; 
and being inform'd that he would, they ſaid they would 
go and rob his other ſon's houſe ; and obliged the boy 
to go with them to the door thereof ; 2 further 
conſideration did not go in; but threaten'd to come a- 
gain in half an hour, and that if they then found any 


body looſe, they would kill them; ſo lock'd them all 


in the Parlour, then took the key of the door, and 
threw it into the garden. Some of the goods were af- 
terwards found in Ducł- Lane, and others in Theiving- 


Lane, where Rofe and Walker were taken. 


Although in this robbery they got about 26 l. in mo- 
ney in the whole, beſides plate and goods, yet they 
made no fair diſtribution of it amongſt themſelves; for 
to Hheeler the evidence, who was ſet to watch Mr. 
Lawrence and his ſervants, whilſt the others were ri- 
fling. the houſe, his companions pretended they had 
only got three guineas in the oaks „ and about ſix 
ſhillings and ſixpence in ſilver. 


Ihleſe frequent robberies being committed in ſo daring 
a manner, induced his Majeſty to advertiſe in the Ga- 


Zelte a pardon to any one of the criminals who had been 
ncerned in entering the houſe of Foſeph Lawrence ſen. 
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, and in binding him, his 


man and maid ſervant, and uſing the ſaid Mr. Law- 
rence in a barbarous and inhuman manner, and in ra- 
viſhing the maid. And alſo as a farther encouragement, 
omiſed a reward of 50 J. for every one of the crimi- 
nals who ſhould be diſcover*d and apprehended, to be 
paid upon the conviction of the offender or offenders. 
Notwithſtanding which, on the th of February, Ri- 
chard Turpin, Jobn Fielder, Foſeph Roſe, Humpbry Wal- 
ker, William Buſh, and Samuel Gregory, together with 
Jobn Wheeler, met by appointment at the Fhite-Hart 
Inn, at the upper end of Drury: lane, about five o'clock 
in the evening, where they agreed upon making an at- 
tempt to rob Mr. Francis, a farmer near Marybone ; 
and about half an hour after fix they ſet out from thence 
for Marybone, where they arriv*d about half an hour 
after ſeven ; and whilſt they were making their obſerva- 
tions of the houſe, one of them perceiving ſome body 
in the cow-houſe, they went thither, and finding one 
of the men ſervants there, they ſeized him, and bound 


him, ſwearing they would ſhoot him if he cried out, or 


made any noiſe ; and then garried him into the ſtable, 
where was another of Mr. Francis's men, whom they 
ſeized and bound alſo. Scarce had they done that, be- 
fore Mr. Francis; who had been abroad, and coming 
home, 'they met at_the gate, as he was going up to his 
door, three of them laying their hands upon his head. 
Mr. Francis not apprehending-them to be rogues, but 
done in a frolick, only faid to them, Methinks you 
are mighty funny, gentlemen ; on which they preſented 
their piſtols to him, and ſwore they would ſhbot him 
if he made oppoſition or diſturbance ; and ſeizing him 
by the arms, led him into the ſtable to his men, where 
they bound him, and left them under the care of Tur- 
pin and Buſh, who ſtood over them with loaded piſ- 
tols, whilſt the ather five went to the houſe ; and knock- 
ing at the door, Mr, Francis's daughter opened it, ſup- 
poſing it ta be ſome of their men; but as ſoon as 

door was open'd, Hheeler and the other four ruſhed in,

The maid and daughter were bound in the 
lt! kitchen, and Gregory was ſet to watch them, who 
ſtood guard over them with a piſtol in his hand, to pre- 
iy! vent their crying out for aſſiſtance, or endeavouring to 
1 get their liberty, whilſt the other four were rifling the 
nt houſe. In it they found, beſides other things, a ſilver . 
'y tankard, a gold watch, chain and ſea], a ſilver picture 
of king Charles I. waſh'd with gold, a ſilver punch- 
ladle, a filver ſtrainer, a filver cup, and a pair of ſilver 
ſpurs, a coral ſer in ſilver, a mourning gold ring with 
a cypher, a gold ring ennamelled with a blue ſtone in 
the middle, and a diamond on each ſide, and Two angels 
holding a crown; a gold ring. ſet with diamonds, 4 
gold ring fet with a ſtorie, and four diamonds; two 
gold rings with poſics, a wig, fix' handkerchiets, four 
wWirts, a velvet hat, rwo'piftols,. a piece of gold with a 
Hhuole in it, thirty-ſeven guineas, and ten pounds in ſil- 
ver, which they took away with them ; as alfo ſhirts, 
ſtockings, and divers other forts of goods; but here, 
as they had done before, they cheated one another; 
for excepting the goods, they divided only 91. 2 5 6 4 
aàmongſt them; the guineas were ſecreted by him that 
had laid hands on them, from the reſt of his-eortipa- 
nions. They ſpent about an hour and a half in plunder- 
ing and rifling the houſe, whilft Gregory ft66d cent 
over old Mrs. Francis, her danghter, and maid ; ani 
Jurpin and hi over Mr. Francis und the tœ nnen 
ſervants in the ſtable. When hey had park d up their 
Plunder, they threaten'd the family, that if they made 


dial any 
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any outcry, they would come back and murder them; 


and then march'd off with what they had got. | 
They had alſo formed a Deſign to rob the Houſe of 
Juſtice Aper near Leigh in Z/e#, upon the information 
of the woman who kept company with Ro/e, and with 
that intention met at a publick houſe near Leigb, and in 
the evening went to put their deſign in execution, but 
not tightly knowing the way into the houſe, they got 
to the fide of a lane near it; waiting for an opportunity, 


and with that view tied their horſes againſt ſome furze + 
buſhes, and concealing themſelves under them, intend- * 


ed to have ſurpriſed fomebody paſſing that way, and to 
have obliged them to have ſhewn them the way to the 
door; but whilſt they were thus lying perdue there, 
they heard ſeveral perſons riding along together, which 
happened to be ſome of the neighbouring farmers, who 
had been at the juſtice's, and over-hearing their dif- 
courſe, ſuppoſed the juſtice had other company {till re- 


maining at his houſe, they did not think it adviſeable 


to attempt it at that time; therefore adjourned their de- 


ſign, which ſo far proved of advantage to them, that it 


prevented their being taken, which otherwiſe they could 
hardly have avoided, by reaſon they having been ob- 
ſerved in the neighbourhood, were ſuſpected to be 
ſmugglers, and information had been given to the cu- 
Fom-houſe, and other officers thereabouts: and a par- 
ty of dragoons were out in ſearch after them, whom they 
met, but not having any thing with them, were ſuffered 
ta paſs; whereas if they had committed the robbery 
they intended, and been ſtopp'd by the ſeldiers, the 
goods upon ſearch would have been found upon them, 
Ard tho? they might have been only ſtopp*d on ſuſpi- 
con of being ſmuglers, they would thereby be diſcovered 
to have been houſe-breakers, and committedaccordingly, 
Pheſe tranſactions alarmed the whole country, no bo- 
dy thinking themfelves ſafe; upon which Mr. Tbomp- 
ſon, one of the king's keepers, went to the duke of 
Neehſtie's office, and obtained his majeſty's promiſe of 
a reward of one hundred pounds for whoever thould 
apptchend any of them; this made 'em lie a little more

hack to London. Turpin ſeeing him well mounted, and

recruit his pockets, and accordingly bids Ming ſtand, 
+” who keeping him in diſcourſe ſome time, and dallying _ 
with him, Turpin fwore, if he did not deliver immer 
diately he would ſhoot him thro? the head; upon which 
King fell a laughing, and ſaid, hat! Dog eat Dog ? 
Come, come, Brother Turpin, F you don't know me, I 
| know you, and ſhould be glad of your Company, Aſter 
mutual aſſurances of fidelity to each other, and that 


till Nag was ſhot. 
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mg their cave, and to that purpoſe pitched upon a 
place - encloſed with a large thicket, fituate between 
Loughton Road and King*s-Oak Road; here they made 
a place large enough to receive them and their herfes ;. 
and while they lay quite concealed themſelves, could 
ſee through ſeveral holes made on purpoſe, what paſ- 
ſengers went by in either road, and as they thought 
proper would iſſue out and rob them, in ſuch a bold 
daring manner, and fo frequently, that it was not ſafe 
for any one to travel that road, and the very higglers 
were obliged to go armed. In this cave they 1iw'd, 


eat, drank, and lay; Turpin's wife ſupplied them with 
victuals, and frequently ſtay'd there all night. 


From the Foreſt, King and he once took a ride to 
e . in Suffolk, where Turpin having ſeen two young 
market-women receive 13 or 14/. for corn, would rob 


them; King diffuaded him from it, telling him they were 


two pretty girls, and he would not be concerned in it. 
Tur pin ſwore he would rob them, and accordingly did, 
againſt the Conſent of Ming, which occaſioned a diſpute 
between them. | | 

At their return to their, cave they robbed a gentle- 


man of London, one Mr. Bradele, at Fair- Maid-Bo- 


tom, who was taking an airing in his chariot, with 


his two children : King firſt attacked him ; buthe being 
à gentleman of ſpirit, was offering to make reſiſtance, 


thinking there had been but one; upon which King cal- 
led Turpin by the nick-name of FACK, and bid him 


hold the horſes heads; they took firſt his money, which 
he then readily parted with, but infifted upon not giving 


his watch, which he ſaid he would not part with ; bur 
the child, in a fright, perſwaded his father to let them 
have it; they further inſiſting upon an old mourning- 


ring of ſmall value, which Mr. Bradele humouroufly 
to 


them, that it was not worth eighteen pence to 
them, but he priz'd it very much; Mi inſiſted upon 
having it off, which when he had, he return'd to him, 


HE ſaying, they were more of gentlemen than to take any 


thing a gentleman valued ſo much. Mr. Pradete asked 
him, If, as he had given him his ring, he would let 
| han 
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him purchaſo his watch ? Upon which Ning faid to Tur. 
pin, Jack, here ſeems to, be. a good honeſt fellow, ſpall 
| wwe let him have the watch ? Ay, ſaid Turpin, do juſt as 
vou *vill , —and then Mr. Bragele enquiring what would 
be the price, King told him, Six guineas, We never fell 
one for more, if it be worth fix and thirty; upon Which 
Mr. Bradele promiſed not to diſcover them; and ſaid, 
de woyld leave the money at the Dial in Birchin- lane; 
when Turpin cry'd out, Ay, but Kipg, in/it upon xg

© *Twas about that time Turpin ſhot, Mr. Thomſon's 
man in the following manner: the reward for appre- 
it” hending him had ſet ſeveral on to attempt it; among 
the reſt, this fellow would needs go in company with a 
bhiggler ; Turpin was unarmed, ſtanding alone; and, 
not knowing the Man, took him for one poaching for 
| hares, and told him, he would get no hares near that 
thicket ; no, ſays the fellow, but I have got @ Turpin, 
and preſented his piece at him, commanding him to 
ſurrender ; Turpin ſtood talking with him, and creep: 
ing up to his cave, laid hold of his carbine, and-ſhot - 
him dead, at which the higgler made off. This man's 
death obliged Zurpin to make e ; ſo he 
went farther into the country, in ſearch of King, and _ 
ſent his wife a letter to meet him at a publick-houſe in 
Hertford, who accordingly went, with two of ſquire 
's ſervants; ſhe waited for him about half an 
hour, and when he came to the hquſe, he aſked for her 
by a fictitious name, left on purpoſe, found ſhe was 
there, and going to her through the kitchen, ſaw a 
butcher to whom he owed five pounds; the butcher 
taking him aſide, Come Dick, ſays he, I know you have 
money now, if you'd pay me, it wou'd be of great ſervice, 
Turpin replied, his wife was in the next room, and ſhe 
had money, and he would get ſome of her and pay him 
{#7 preſently. The butcher appriſed two or three then 
14 preſent who it was, and that he would get his five 
108 pounds firſt, and then take him; but Tyrpiy, inftead 
418 of going to his wife, jumped out of the next window, 
| took horſe, and went away immediately without {ren

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her, while the butcher waited ſome time in expectation 


of his having the five Pounds. - ©. f tel 
From hence he went to Ning, and one Potter, whom 
they had then lately taken along with them; they agreed 
to ſtay till it was dark, and then ſet out for London, 
and coming over the foreſt, within about three hun- 
dred yards of the Green Man, ' Turpin's horſe began to 
tire. They overtook one Mr. Major, owner of White 
Stockings, the Race-Horſe, and although they were ſo 
near the houſes, Turpin ventured to rob him, took from 
him his Whip; and afterwards, finding he had a better 
horſe than his, made him diſmount and change, and ſtay 
till he changed ſaddles likewiſe, and then rid towards 
London. Mr. Major got to the Green- Man, and ac- 
quainted Mr. Bayes of it, who immediately ſaid, I dare 
ſwear lis Turpin has done it, or one of that crew, and 
PII endeavour to get intelligence of your horſe ; this that 
they have left you is flole, and I would have you adver- 
tiſe it. This was Dy done, and the horſe proved 
to have been ſtole from Plaiſtom Marſhes ; and the ſaddle 
which he had kept, was ſtole from one Arrow/mith. 
This robbery was committed on Saturday night, and 
on Monday following, Mr. Bayes received intelligence, 
that {ach a horſe as Mr, Major had loſt, was left at the 
Red-Lion-Inn in White-Chapel;, he accordingly went 
thither, and found it to be the ſame; and then reſolved 
to wait till ſomebody came to fetch it; nobody came at 
the time it was left for ; but about eleven o'clock at 
night, King's brother (as it afterwards proved) came for 
the horſe, upon which they "ſeized him immediately, 
and taking him into the houſe, he ſaid, he bought it, 
and could produce Proof of it, But Mr. Bayes looking 
on the whip in his hand, found the button half broke 
off, and the name Major upon it, ſeemed a confirma- 
tion of the thing; they charged a conſtable with him; 
but he ſeeming frightened, and they declaring, that 
they did not believe but that the horſe was for ſome- 
body elſe, and if he would tell them where they waited, 
he ſhould be releaſed ; he told them, there was a luſty 
man in a white duffel coat waiting for it in Red-Lion- 
\ C : Str gel. 
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| - Street, Mr. Bayes immediately went out, and finding 
him as directed, perceived that it was King, and coming 
round upon him, attacked him; Xing immediately 
drew a piſtol, which he clapped to Mr. Bayes's breaſt; 
but it luckily flaſned in the pan; upon which King 
ſtruggling to get out his other, it had twiſted round his 
pocket and he could not. Turpin, who was waiting not 
far off on horſeback, hearing a ſkirmiſh, came up, 
ven Ning cried out, Dick, boot him, or wwe are taken 
by Gd, at which inſtant Turpin fired his piſtol, and 
it miſt Mr. Bayes, and ſhot Ming in two places, who 
cried out, Dick, you have kilPd me; which Turpin 
hearing, he rode away as hard as he could. King fell 
at the ſhot, though he lived a week after, and gave
